Group calls for removal 
at sit-in over remarks

Dozens of students called for the re- 
moval of Principal Gerald “Jerry” 
Mayes on Tuesday morning during a 
sit-in that blocked a stairwell at du- 
Pont Manual High School. 

The sit-in came two weeks after 
Mayes was reprimanded by Jefferson 
County Public Schools after a student 
recorded Mayes making comments 
that the students say were racist. 

“The everlasting impact of his 
words cannot be erased from Manual 
until he is gone,” the school’s black 
student union said in a statement 
Tuesday. 

According to the group’s president, 
Quintez Brown, a diverse group of stu- 
dents sat on the school’s center stair- 
well, near Mayes’ office, for about 20 
minutes before the start of school. 

Inastatement released after the sit- 
in, Mayes said the demonstration of 
about 100 students was peaceful. 

“Some of our students have con- 
cerns over some recent events at our 
school,” the statement said. “Those 
events are currently under review by 
the district. As I stated during a meet- 
ing Friday with duPont Manual’s 
(black student union), I love every stu- 
dent in this building. My focus is on 
how we can work together and move 
forward.” 

An audio recording surfaced last 
week of Mayes speaking to two Afri- 
can-American students in his office. In 
the conversation, which Mayes said 
was recorded without his knowledge, 
Mayes can be heard making what 
some have deemed as racist com- 
ments. 

At one point during the recording,
